Narberth Must Not 
"Miss The Boat"-

Across the railroad tracks, 
within easy travelling dis- 
tance of the Narberth business 
district, plans are underway 
for one of the Main Line's 
largest post - war building 
projects. 

Developers have announced 
they plan to build approxi- 

• mately 500 homes in Short- 
ridge tract, including one of 
the most modern apartment 
houses in the United States. 
Ten million dollars is their es- 
timate of what the develop- 
ment will cost. 

For Narberth, the ten mil- 
lion dollar project can mean 
more business, better stores 
and finer merchandise. Or, if 
the merchants and the Bor- 
ough government fail to rec- 
ognize their opportunities, the 
new development can drain 
both business profits and pres- 
tige from Narberth. 

To Narberth's position as a 
separate municipal entity; as 
a community secure in having 
its own thriving shopping cen- 
ter this may well be the chal- 
lenge of the years. This may 
be the cross-roads. 

The Shortridge tract de- 
velopers are considering plans 
for a commercial center as 
part of their development. 
Their plans run all the way 
from a few, convenient neigh- 
borhood stores to a larger 
buying center if Narberth is 
considered inadequate for the 
demands of their home own- 
ers. 

Regardless of what the de- 
velopers would like to do, Nar- 
"berth is now 'in a position to 
take the lead over any new 
business section by initiative 
in planning and the courage 
to see the plans through. The 
challenge won't be met by 
wishful thinking, back-biting 
among ourselves and by sell- 
ing tales of woe instead of 
merchandise. 

Concretely, it means more 
parking space, wider streets, 
better m approaches, enlarged 
stores and diversified business. 
It is a job that the merchants 
canjiot do alone. We must have 
the help of the Borough Coun- 
cil. The councilmen must not 

• evade the issue with the ex- 
cuse that local government is 
powerless to enter into such 
things. 

One of the first steps must 
be revival of Narberth's Busi- 
ness Association. The Ard- 
more Chamber of Commerce 
is an excellent organization to 
help Narberth merchants solve 

. some of their overall business 
problems. But how can the 
Ardmore Chamber of Com- 
merce devote its energies to 
helping" Narberth merchants 
devise ways and means to take 
business away from other 
members — who do business 
elsewhere? Narberth business 
men, to take full advantage of 

. the post-war building boom, 
will have to think, plan and 
work for themselves. 

One of the ' last Narberth 
Business Association meet- 
ings, at which there was any 
kind of attendance, was short- 
ly after Pearl Harbor. Then, 
there was talk of rationing, 
curtailed deliveries and short- 
age of help. Most of the mer- 
chants, ' who were present, 
were either badly frightened 
or sincerely patriotic. You 
might say it took a World War 
to get the Business Associa- 
tion membership out. This 
wouldn't be far from the truth. 
Plans for the Shortridge 
tract are post-war but they 
may turn out to be more vital 
to the future welfare of Nar- 
berth than any temporary 
conditions imposed by -the 

.war. vWhat are we going to

In War Chest Drive 

Goes Over Quota By 11.8 Percent; 

$ 1 1 0,588 Is Subscribed in Main 

Line Division 



Not content with merely meeting its quota, the Main 
Line Division No. 1 exceeded its goal in the United War Chest 
campaign by 3.9 per cent according to reports received at 
the final luncheon of the Drive. 



A total of $110,588 was sub-' 
scribed in this Division headed by 
J. Randall Williams, Jr. It com- 
prises the communities of Ard- 
more. Wynnewood, Penn Valley, 
Narberth, Merion and Overbrook. 

Subscriptions numbered 5,416 
nearly 800 more than were re- 
ceived in the 1944 campaign. 

Honors for the highest percent- 
age went to the Narberth District 
of which Mrs. Lewis G. Crater is 
Chairman. The Borough's quota 
was exceeded by 11.8 per cent for 
a total of $6,265 representing 907 
subscriptions. 

Penn Valley was the second high 
district in the Division with sub- 
scriptions of $9,853 which topped 
its auota by 10.6 per cent. The dis- 
trict's subscriptions totaled 432. 
Mrs. John Paul North was the 
Penn Valley Chairman. 

The Merion district, headed by 
Mrs. Henry S. Drinker, finished 
third on a percentage basis with 
its goal exceeded by 6.2 percent. 
The district had 786 subscriptions 
totaling $20,557. 

Overbrook raised $32,333 to go 
over the top by 2.8 per cent. Mrs. 
William T. Dickson was Chairman 
of this district which had 921 sub- 
scriptions. 

The Ardmore district, headed by 
Henry N. Woolman, obtained 1,553 
subscriptions amounting to $20,186 
which topped its quota by 2.6 per- 
cent.

But Merrick, in his petition, in- 
sjsts that Gallagher was the fel- 
low who made the plans and who 
really got him (Merrick) into 
trouble. 

A hearing on his petition will be 
held December 24. 

Merrick was arrested a short 
time after the burglaries and im* 
mediately entered a guilty plea.

Gallagher subsequently was ap- 
prehended but he denied any con- 
nection with "the burglaries. Mer- 
rick, in his petition, says he had 
cooperated with th# district at- 
torney and had agreed to turn 
"State's evidence" on Gallagher. 

Then, according to Merrick's 
petition, after this information 
had been elicited from Merrick 
"by means of false .representations 
of someone who purported to 
represent Gallagher". Gallagher 
then changed his plea to guilty. 

Merrick has other troubles, too, 
according to the petition. Nine- 
teen days before he was sen- 
tenced he became the father of a 
son. His wife had to go to live 
with his parents and as a result of 
worry over his plight, Merrick's 
father suffered a heart attack. 
The landload, says^Merrick, is now 
endeavoring to eviot the family and 
hearings on the matter are now 
being held before the OPA.

GI Ballots Boost 
County DeweyVote 

30,445 GOP Majority; 
Record Broken by 
Tabulators 



Tabulation of the military bal- 
lots was completed at the Court 
House at Norristown Tuesday af- 
ternoon after four and one half 
days work. The results boosted the 
Dewey majority in Montgomery 
County to 30,445, an increase of 
1,780 over the previously an- 
nounced civilian vote majority. 
Dewey received 5,261 military bal- 
lots and Roosevelt 3,481. 

In the tabulation of military 
ballots at the Court House, 12 
clerks worked 26 hours each for 
a total of 312 man hours. With 
9,379 votes to tabulate, this force 
counted 30 ballots per hour, which 
is a record among the larger coun- 
ties of the State. In Philadelphia, 
for example, military ballots were 
counted at the rate of eight per 
hour. 

Out of a total of 19,159 military 
ballots mailed by the County 
Board of Elections. 9,379 were 
returned. Of these, 637 were void- 
ed in the course of the tabulation 
for various reasons, chief among 
them being the taking of affidav- 
its by non-commissioned officers, 
failure- to enclose the ballot in the 
inside envelope, failure to have the 
affidavit taken. 

The total official presidential 
vote in the County: Dewey — civil- 
ian, 72,999; military, 5,261; total, 
78,260. Roosevelt— civilian. 44,334; 
military, 3,381; total, 47,815. The 
vote for U. S. Senator' Davis — civ. 
ilian, 73.584; military, 5,568; total, 
79.152. Myers — civilian, 42,741; 
military 3,043; total, 45,784.

The refusal of the board' to open 
the box voluntarily, however, 
makes no material -difference ex- 
cept that such action would have 
saved a lot of formality. In the 
event an error is disclosed the 
$50 which it is necessary for the 
electors to deposit, will be re- 
turned. 

The proposed opening of the 
box is caused by an apparent loss 
of approximately 100 votes for 
U. S. Senator Francis J. Myers in 
that district. All other Democra- 
tic candidates received approxi- 
mately 266 votes while Myers got 
only 166. All Republican candi- 
dates received approximately 620 
votes so. that had Myers lost the 
100 by being cut for Senator 
James J. Davis, such cutting is 
not reflected in the vote for Davis.

What War Is Like at Forward Command 
Post in the Battle for Ousseltia Pass 

Officers Calmly Carry On Under , 
Heavy Fire; Red Cross Meant 
Little to the Enemy 

(Editor's Note): Pyle retells some of his experiences while 
he was with the GIs during the Tunisian campaign. 

By ERNIE P¥tE 

At the Front Line in Tunisia. — 

We drove our jeep under a tree, camouflaged it by cover- 
ing it with limbs, and then walked, up the side of a hill for 
about 500 yards. ■ ...... 

Half a mile to the South of usf thin?. Both sides were well hid- 



the battle for Ousseltia Pass in 
central Tunisia was going on. 

We stopped in what is known 
as a forward command post, from 
which a battle Is directed. This 
one consisted of a tent 20 feet 
square well hidden uner a tree. 
However, the whole tent had 
been dropped down and simply lay 
like a tarpaulin covering the of- 
ficers' bedrolls and bags. All the 
work was being done around two 
field telephones lying in their 
leather cases on the ground ten 
feet from the tent. 

The rocky hillside was covered 
with little bushes and small fir 
trees. The sun was out and the 
day was rather warm. There were 
no papers or desks or anything — 
just three or four officers stand- 
ing and sitting on a hillside near 
two telephones on the ground. 
One officer had a large map case. 
That's all the paraphernalia there 
was for directing the battle. 

Our troops were on top of 
a ridg;e about a quarter of a 
mile above us. The enemy was • 
in the valley beyond, and on a 
parallel ridge a mile farther on. 
We could walk up and look 
over, but we couldn't see any- 



den in the brush. 

Every minute or two our nearby 
artillery would Are. and then half 
a minute or so later we could hear 
faintly the explosion of the shells 
far away. 

"Nobody's doing much damage 
right now." an officer said, "but 
at least we're getting in ten shots 
to their one." 

Now and then a louder and 
much nearer blast interrupted us. 
When I asked what size gun this 
was, an officer said it wasn't a 
gun — it was enemy mortar shells 
exploding. I supposed they were 
three or four miles away, but he 
said they were falling only 800 
yards from us. 

Once in a while we could hear 
machine gun fire in the distance. 
A young second lieutenant stood 
near the phones and did all the 
talking over them. In fact he ap- 
peared to be making all the de- 
cisions. And he impressed me as 
knowing his business remarkably 
well. 

Lieutenant Gives Orders 

The highest officer around was 
a lieutenant colonel, but he seem- 
ed to leave everything to the lieu- 
tenant, and at every signal of ap-

proaching planes he ran to a near- 
by foxhole and stayed there till 
the planes had gone. 

The phone rang every few min- 
utes. Other command posts would 
be calling into report or to ask 
instructions. Now and then the 
chief post, some 15 miles back, 
would call and ask how things 
were going. 

Officers and enlisted men kept 
appearing from down below or 
over the hill asking about things. 
One sergeant came to inquire 
where a certain post was, saying 
he had two jeep tires and a tire 
for an anti-tank gun that he was 
supposed to deliver. 

Another sergeant, wearing an 
overcoat, came up the hill, salut- 
ed formally, and reported that A 
certain battery setup was ready 
to Are. They told him to go 
ahead. 

A phone rang. The captain 
of an ack-ack battery said the 
enemy had his range and asked 
permission to move. He was 
told to go ahead. All the con- 
versation was informal and un- 
excited. 

A phone rang again. An offi- 
cer at another command post was 
asking for a decision on whether 
to move forward. The young lieu- 
tenant, apparently not wishing to 
give direct orders to a higher of- 
ficer, solved the problem by put- 
ting his words in the form of ad- 
vice, sprinkling two or three "sirs" 
in every sentence. I thought he 
handled it beautifully. 

Now and then the lieutenant 
would phone some other post. All 
the posts have code terms such 
as "hatrack" and "Monsoon" and 
'"Chicago." I've just made those 
up as examples, since naturally I 
can't print the real code names. 
One the lieutenant phoned to 
a rear command post and told 
them to send some trucks to a 
town where two tanks had been 
disabled that morning. Several 
times he phoned other posts to 
check up on a colonel who was 
wandering around the battle area 
in a jeep. You could tell they were 
very fond of the colonel, and that 
he apparently paid little atten- 
tion to danger.

There were no planes in the sky 
when we arrived, but that morn- 
ing the Germans had been over 
badly. The command post had 
called for air support, but some- 
body at the other end said the 
planes were busy on other mis-

sions and "You'll just have to grin \ soon an officer came running up 

the hill and said: 

"Do you see that? Those 
damned Germans are mixed up 
and strafing hell out of the Ital- 
ians!" 

When we told him they were 
our planes he said "Oh!" and 
went back down the hill. 

The afternoon sun went over 
the hill and the evening chill be- 
gan to come down. We were sit- 
ting on a bushy hillside — just a 
small bunch of American officers 
forming what is called a forward 
command post. 

Officers who had been in the 
battle for Ousseltia Pass all day 
began wandering in through the 
brush on foot, to report. They 
were dirty and tired. But the day 
had gone well, and they were 
cheerful in a quiet and unexpect- 
ed way. 

Hit Bed Cross Truck 

A medical corps major came up 
the hill and said: 

"Those blankety-blanks! They 
have knocked out two of my 
ambulances that were trying to 
get the wounded back. A hell 
of a lot a red cross means to 
them!" 

Nobody said anything. He 
went back down the hill, as mad 
as a hornet. 

The officers kept talking about 
three fellow officers who had been 
killed during the day. and a 
fourth one who was missing. One 
of the lead men apparently had 
been a special favorite. An officer 
who had been beside him when it 
happened came up with blood on 
his clothes. 

"We hit the ground together," 
he said. "But when I got up, he 
couldn't. It took him right in the 
head. He felt no pain." 

"Raise up that tent and pack 
his stuff." an officer told an en- 
listed man. 

Another one said: "The hell of 
if is his wife's due to have a baby 
any time now." 

Just then a sergeant walked up 
He had left the post that morn- 
ing with the officer who wag now 
missing.

So we came out. The planes 
circled for about ten minutes 
hunting for the correct spot in 
the bush-covered mountainside.

They'd dive arid then wheel 
back high into the sky and dive 
again. 

Apparently there was no enemy 
attack, for there were no black 
puffs around the planes. We could 
hear their machine guns, and 
their cannon shells bursting. 

They kept on diving and shoot- 
ing for about 15 minutes.

Increase Coal Rate 

The Philadelphia & Western 
Railway Go.. Norristown, last week 
had Public Utility Commission 
approval to increase its rate for 
shipment of coal from Millbourne 
Siding, Philadelphia, to Ardmore 
Junction from 20 to 50 cents a 
gross ton. 

In ruling that "a reasonable 
rate- for the future is 50 cents a 
gross ton," the PUC dismissed its 
own complaint against the com- 
pany and one by Hugh McGinn, 
Ardmore retail coal dealer. 

The new scale, which had been 
suspended until March 1, was ap- 
proved after the company demon- 
strated that "costs of operation 
have substantially increased since 
the rate of 20 cents was estab- 
lished in 1913."

Shortly after January 1, 1945, 
the farms of Pennsylvania will be 
visited by enumerators seeking 
information for the new Census 
of Agriculture. More than one 
hundred years ago, in 1940, the 
Federal Government first pro- 
vided for an agricultural census 
to be taken in connection with 
the Sixth Decennial Census of 
Population. This arrangement 
continued every ten years there- 
after. In later years, a more fre- 
quent need was felt for a knowl- 
edge of farm staitstics and Con- 
gress provided for a mid-decen- 
nial census in 1915, but owing to 
the first World War, this census 
•was not taken. However, in 1925 
and 1935 a census was taken 
which, in addition to the Decen 
nial Census, has made available 
agricultural statistics every five 
years since 1920. 

The information collected dur- 
ing the coming census will be of 
especial interest and importance. 
Taken at the height of the war, it 
will .disclose tHe conflict's effect 
on our farms. Undoubtedly, it 
will show that the number of per- 
sons living on farms has declined 
since 1940, because of the attrac- 
tion of the war industries and the 
recruiting of military personnel. 
This shifting of farm population 
can. be considered abnormal and 
it is altogether possible that when 
the census is again taken in 1950, 
the farm population of Pennsyl- 
vania will show an increase. > 

There were four million less 
acres of land utilized for farming 
purposes in the Commonwealth in 
1940 than there were in 1910. After 
the results of the comihg census 
have been compiled, it will be 
known if the war's effect has con- 
tinued this trend. Many acres of 
land formerly farmed have been 
used as locations for war plants 
in various sections of the State, 
but it is possible that this may be 



offset by additional acreages be- 
ing cultivated because of the in- 
creased need for. farm products. 

Regardless of any loss of farm 
population or acreage it is safe to 
say that pur State's farm produc- 



tion figures will not show a shrink 
age, because of .the redoubled ef- 
forts on the part of Pennsylvania's 
farmers to produce the most im- 
portant material necessary to wage 
war-food.
